Sailing vessels have long been used ex­ 
clusively in the coal trade. 
A large 
part of the coastal coal trade is carri­ 
ed on by means of schooners and there 
has been considerable development of 
this type of vessel for use in this par­ 
ticular branch of transportation.

the lines of the two wooden steamers 
are such as to permit of their propul­ 
sion by means of sails, it is not unlike­ 
ly that before very long most of them 
will be “windjamming” up and down 
the coast or across the ocean.

HARING SHATTERED PRECED­ 
ENTS. 


The ovation given Senator Harding 
by fellow 
senators 
and 
spectators 
when he entered the chamber and 
answered to the roll call at the con­ 
vening of the senate yesterday serves 
to call attention to the fact that for the 
first time in the history of this coun­ 
try a president-elect is sitting as a 
member of the United 
States senate 
and participating in the business of 
that body. 
Strange as it may seem, 
never before has the nation gone to 
the senate and 
selected 
one of its 
members as chief magistrate. 
The 
nearest it ever came to this was when 
it elected Benjamin Harrison who at 
one time had been a senator, but was 
not at the time he was nominated and 
elected president. 
General Garfield 
would have been a senator had he not 
been elected to the higher office, for 
the Ohio legislature had chosen him 
for the pleace before he was nominat­ 
ed for the presidency, and had he 
been 
defeated 
for 
it he would on 
March 4th, the day of his inaugura­ 
tion, have been sworn in as a member 
of the upper house of congress. 
Many senators have aspired to the 
presidency, 
but Senator Harding is 
the only one to attain it. 
Clay, Cal­ 
houn and Webster, 
considered 
the 
greatest statesmen and orators of their 
time, cherished the ambition but each 
failed always to achieve it. Clay was 
nominated but the people would not 
elect him. Later, Douglass, the “little 
giant,” who defeated Lincoln for the 
senate, lost in the contest for the pres­ 
idency with him. 
Senators Conklin 
and Blaine, both leaders of their party 
and brilliant members of the upper 
house were, 
almost from their en­ 
trance in that body, candidates for the 
party 
nomination. 
Conklin 
never 
achieved even this and the enmity be­ 
tween him and Blaine finally forced 
him to private life where he died an 
embittered 
and 
disappointed man. 
Blaine continued his public career and 
in 1884 was chosen as the republican 
standard bearer, only to go down to 
defeat before Grover Cleveland. Four 
years later he refused 
to 
allow his 
name to go before the convention and 
Benjamin Harrison 
was 
nominated 
and elected. 
Harrison called Blaine into his cab­ 
inet as secretary of state but a few 
months before the convention of 1892 
Blaine resigned to become an active 
candidate for the nomination against 
his chief. In this he again failed. 
Since there have been many sena­ 
torial aspirants for the high place and 
this year there were two active can­ 
didates for the nomination by the re­ 
publican party, who 
were senators. 
Harding who won and Johnson who 
lost, and the former shattered all pre­ 
cedents by being elected. 


7’h is wasn’t the only precedent that 
Senator Harding has shattered. He is 
the only newspaper editor ever elected 
president and he was elected by a ma­ 


j o r it y of popular 
votes 
so big that 
they haven’t as yet been fully counted.

THE FORGOTTEN MAN. 


From the Chicago Journal. 


When Rev. William Graham Sum­ 
ner said—if tradition be not at fault 
—that he’d be damned if he’d preach 
any more, and accepted a chair at 
Yale, America had a political econo­ 
mist and sociologist who was worthy 
of the highest regard. 
Here was a 
man who could and often did make 
all the Philistines howl with rage, but 
the children of light heard him gladly. 
Sumner was not an optimist. 
He 
saw more than one cloud bigger than 
a man’s hand on the American hori­ 
zons, and indeed he was not sure that 
America would not ultimately lose her 
civilization and sink into barbarism. 
He abhorred the American tendency 
toward over-legislation, and he had 
slight respect for most of our so-called 
reformers. 
In all of our legislating 
and reforming Sumner saw the person 
whom he described as the Forgotten 
Man. 
In tariff legislation the Forgotten 
Man is the consumer. In moral legis­ 
lation he is the decent fellow whose 
habits harm none of his neighbors. 
Sumner was fond of pointing out how 
badly the Forgotten Man is treated. 
Because A is a drunkard who abuses 
his family, C, D, and E unite to pro­ 
hibit the sale of liquor. 
But they al­ 
ways forget to pay any attention to 
the needs of B, who takes a drink 
when he feels like it, yet is in every 
way a worthy citizen. 
The Yale University Press has re­ 
cently brought out a complete edition 
of Sumner’s essays, including his little 
treatise on the Forgotten Man. One 
feels that if our ignorant American 
legislators were forced to read Sum­ 
ner, their legislation might be of bet­ 
ter quality than it usually is now.
